Lions and all other animals of the cat 
kind suffer when imported into this coun- 
try, from a kind of consumption They 
wheeze, lose flesh, their lungs become dis- 
eased, and they finally waste away and dic, 
When one of these great beasts dies, he is 
submitted to tho faculty, and it is a plea- 
sant evidence that the proprietors are not 
merely ‘‘showmen,” but haye an iutelli- 
gent interest in theso wonders of nature, 
that they have for many years contributed 
their defunct specimens to the collection of 
the Philadelphia Academy of Natural Sci- 
ences, in whose halls may be foulad skeletons 
of lions, tigers, and other animals famous) 
in-their day. - In the sub-division of labor, 
one man takes charge of four cages, to clean, 
feed, and attend i all the wants of the 
occupants.

Indeed, ‘so. suddenly 
id the firs break out that it was impossible 
to remove all the wounded from tho suing, 
and “it is feared that several perished who 
might otherwise have been suvod, Thete- 
mains of ut least two bedies, charred and 
blackened, and wholly unrecognizable, have 
been exhumed from the ashes. It is hop- 
ed that thie iv the total of bodies cosumed, 
but’ whether itis or not. is.at this time 
wholly a matter of conjectura. 
When the wreck took fire the two fore- 
most cars were yet filled: with: passengers. 
In their haste to get out; the forward door 
of the loading car, which formed the ouly 
exit, became choked by the crowd, For a 
moment it seemed as if a multitude must 
perish, The flames, with unequalled rapi 
dity, were working towards thes miserable 
unfortunates, and already told of their 
presence by their unwelcome heat, At this 
critical moment sashes were burst from the 
windows and extra openings made with axes 
through which thecrowd was extricated. 
But their release from the burning was on- 
ly a leap into another and almost equally 
groat danger. Since’ carly daylight the 
thermometer had been rapidly fulling, and 
at this tims the cold was moat intense and 
netrating—agoravatod greatly by the piti- 
less wind and the driving snow. Io the 
ditches beside the traok the snow Jay Keve- 
ral feet deep. The passengers, startled 
thus suddenly from their quiet in thé warm 
care, were wholly unprepared for this leap 
into the freezing cold. The ladies and 
cbildren particularly were sufferers from 
thiscause. Their outer garments bad been 
removed for comfort in the over-heuted curs, 
and, in the haste of their exit,, shawls and 
furs were all left behind, to be consumed 
by the flames. The able men who were 


given four or five times aday. A full- 
grown lion eats from fifteen to eighteen!

For 
this reason when a lioness or a tizress has 
a young family, sho is shut off trom the 
outer world aod kept in wholesome quiet 
till her nerves acquire some tone, and she 
is ablo to receive visitors arf exhibit ber 
cubs without too great agitation.— NY Post.

About the 9th ofDeoember, 1863, two 
brothers named Gilbert and Thomas Ren- 
nie reaehed Fort George in a very weak 
stato from cold and want of food.” They 
stated that twenty-eight days previously 
they had left their brother, William Rennie, 
and two other men named. Helstone and 
Wright, who were anable to proceed further, 
and who they feared must haye died from 
want of food. Two Indians pusbsequently 
suco-eded in finding the missing men.” Two 
of them were still alive; but had killed W. 
Rebtnie, und had eaten al! but bis legs, 
which they held in their hands when found, 
and wore tearing the raw flesh from the 
bones. THe Indians were going to light a 
fire for them when the two men drew their 
pintola. and the Indians fled, but did not re 
turn to give informatien at the fort. The 
remains ofithe three’ men were afterwards 
found by Mr. John Giseome, who gives the 
details of their fate in his narrative of a pros. 

cting tour. From tho statements of the 

odians and personal inspection made by 
Mr. Giseome and his companions, he came 
to the painful conclusion that the poor men 
bad been reduced by starvation and cold to 
the last extremities, and bad actually: killed 
andg eaten ono another.
